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PROCEEDINGS 


St.  Stephen  Baptist  Church,  Columbus  County,  Chadbourn, 
N.  C,  November  11,  1915. 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  session  of  the  Lumber  River 
Baptist  Association  in  the  presence  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Harrell.  He 
called  the  Association  to  order. 

The  praise  service  was  then  conducted  by  Bro.  William 
Reaves.  Rev.  B.  W.  Williams  and  Rev.  E.  W.  Thompson  oc- 
cupied the  rostrum,  according  to  the  program.  Rev.  B.  W. 
Williams  preached  the  Introductory  sermon.  Rev.  E.  M. 
Thompson  who  assisted  him,  rose  and  read  a  part  of  15ch.  of 
St.  John  and  prayer  was  offered  bv  Rev.  E.  M.  Thompson. 
The  Association  sang  No.  98.  Rev.  B.  W.  Williams  rose  and 
outlined  his  subject;  that  he  was  glad  the  Lord  had  spared 
him  to  see  the  beginning  of  another  Association,  that  his  as- 
sociate, Rev.  H.  Gore,  was  not  able  to  be  here,  but  the  Lord 
has  spared  him.  He  gave  many  thoughts  concerning  the  As- 
sociation and  its  previous  works.  Rev.  Williams  then  turned 
to  his  text.  For  the  Introductory  sermon  he  used  the  13ch. 
of  Romans  and  3rd  vs.  Rev.  Williams  preached  a  sermon 
that  will  be  long  remembered.  It  seemed  to  stir  the  entire 
Association.

Introduction  to  visitors  and  correspondents  was  extended 
when  Rev.  A.  B.  Vincent,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  H.  Roe  of 
First  Baptist  Church,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  Revs.  J.  E. 
Sysex,  Brant,  J.  B.  Brown,  J.  H.  Crow,  all  of  which  came 
forward  and  were  made  welcome.  Each  correspondent  and 
made  very  interesting  remarks. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Crow,  who  had  to  leave  on  the  next  train,  re- 
marked that  he  hoped  the  Association  would  be  a  big  suc- 
cess, leaving  $1.00  on  the  table. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Vincent  made  some  brief  remarks  to  the  Asso- 
sociatiou,  then  give  way  to  hear  a  lecture,  subject:  What  ought 
to  be  done  to  awake  greater  interest  in  the  Association  work? 

On  part  of  the  Churches,  by  Revs.  W.C.Williamson  and  R. 
A.  Wooten,  the  subject  was  well  discussed. 

The  next  lecture  on  the  subject  of:  The  Holy  Spirit  and 
His  Mission,  discussed  by  Revs.  C.  H.  Mosley  and  L.  H. 
Powell  who  were  asked  to  take  part  in  the  place  of  Rev.  L. 
Melvin.    Each  speaker  made  very  interesting  talks.

Response  by  Prof.  J.  H.  Isley.  We  then  gave  way  for  the 
Temperance  sermon,  in  the  place  of  Rev.  W.  D.  Mitchell, 
Rev.  L.  H.  Powell  was  asked  to  fill  his  place;  Rev.  Powell 
preached  a  soul  stiring  sermon,  using  as  his  text  St.  John  3:7. 
After  the  sermon  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Roe. 
Closed  with  a  collection  amounting  to  $5.00.  Benediction  by 
Rev.  B.  W.  Williams. 

FRIDAY  MORNING. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 
Praise  service  was  led  by  Bro.  J.  W.  Smith.  The  minutes 
of  Thursday  were  read. 

On  motion  the  minutes  was  received  with  the  proper  cor- 
rections. 

The  President  then  give  an  invitation  to  visitors  and  cor- 
respondents, when  Rev.  J.  A.  Mail  and  Miss  Hunter,  who 
were  representing  the  Orphanage  of  Winston-Salem,  were  in- 
troduced to  the  Association  and  made  welcome.  Each  give 
a  short  talk  concerning  their  work.  They  had  with  them  a 
number  of  the  orphan  children. 

At  this  time  the  Association  whs  favored  with  an  address 
by  the  county  superintendent,  Mr.  F.  T.  Wooten,  (white)  his 
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subject  was  the  Power  of  Education.  He  told  us  what  edu- 
cation would  do  when  properly  carried  out.  The  Association 
tendered  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  speech. 

At  11  o'clock  the  Association  gave  way  for  the  Educational 
Sermon.  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope  and  Rev.  B.  W.  Williams  occupied 
the  stand.  Rev.  Williams  lines  hymn  No.  704  and  prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Williamson.  Choir  then  sang 
hymn  568.     A  collection  amounting  to  $15.10  was  taken. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON. 

A  short  praise  service  was  conducted. 

A  motion  to  allow  Rev.  G.  A.  Mial  and  his  helper  to  come 
before  the  body  and  present  the   orphange  work  was  carried. 

The  report  on  missions  was  received  and  ordered  appended 
(see  report. ) 

Report  on  Special  Changes  was  received  and  appended 
(see  report.) 

At  this  hour  Rev.  B.  F.  Jordan  was  heard  on  the  subject, 
"License  not  a  Preparation  to  Preach."  He  emphasized  the 
fact  that  intelectual  and  moral  training  are  necessary  for  a 
preacher,  and  that  spiritual  training  is  also  necessary.  His 
lecture  was  well  taken. 

Rev.  W.  W.  Thompson  and  Rev.  M.  Lewis  also  spoke  on 
the  subject. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  submitted  and  received  (see 
report.) 

On  motion  a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  orthor- 
doxy  of  a  new  church  by  the  name  of  Syxes  Chapel.  The 
committee  reported  as  follows: 

We,  your  committe  on  investigation  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  investigat- 
ed the  matter  of  the  new  church  and  found  it  not  in  order.  We  further- 
more recommend  that  the  letter  be  turned  back,  the  cause  is  for  not  having 
delegated  or  delegates  names  on  the  letter. 

The  committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  submitted  their  report, 
which  on  motion  was  received,  (see  report.) 
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On  motion  Rev.  G.  A.  Mial  and  Miss  Hunter  asked  the  As- 
sociation for  aid.  On  motion  the  Association  granted  them 
the  privilege.     A  collection  amounting  to  $22.10  was  taken. 

The  Association  then  closed  to  meet  at  7:30. 

FRIDAY   NIGHT. 

The  Association  re-assembled.  A  short  praise  service  was 
conducted. 

An  address  by  Hon.  J.  A.  Brown,  (white")  on  the  value  of 
an  Industrial  Education  was  listened  to  with  much  pleasure. 
Hon.  J.  A.  Brown  made  many  interesting  points  on  Industrial 
Education.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  industrial  education 
was  the  best  thing  for  man.  He  said  that  education  without 
work  a  failure;  and  many  other  things  could  be  mentioned. 

After  Mr.  Brown's  address  a  sermon  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Wil- 
liamson.    Text,  1  John  1:29. 

After  taking  a  collection  for  education  amounting  to  $5.48 
the  service  closed. 

SATURDAY  MORNING. 

A  short  praise  service  was  conducted. 

The  report  on  Education  by  Mr.  M.  D.  Lennon  was  on  mo- 
tion, received  and  appended. 

Rev.  R.  A.  Wooten  reported  as  messenger  from  the  Bruns- 
wick, Waccaw  Association. 

Rev.  B.  F.  Jordan  visited  the  Rowan  Association;  Rev.  W. 
W.  Thompson  visited  the  Berear  Association;  Rev.  W.  H. 
Haynes  of  the  Brunswick  Association  came  as  a  visitor  and 
Rev.  D.  A.  Hooper  visited  the  Pee  Dee  Association. 

On  motion  the  report  on  Thompson  Institute  was  received 
and  ordered  appended  f  see  report. ) 

On  motion  the  report  of  Treasurer- was  received  and  order- 
ed appended  (see  report.) 

The  Doctrinal  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Knuckles, 
assisted  by  Rev.  E.  M.  Thompson.  After  which  a  collection 
amounting  to  $10.12.

The  committee  on  finance  submitted  their   report   and   on 
motion  the  report  was  received  and   ordered   appended    (see 
report.) 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  we  pay  the  Clerk  $12.50 
for  his  service. 

On  motion  an  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  $30.00, 
the  amount  left  over  in  the  treasurer  for  minutes. 

On  motion  we  take  up  the  location  for  the  next  session. 
On  motion  Hazy  Grove  Church  near  Hamer,  S.  C,   was 
chosen  for  the  next  session. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  an  order   be  issued  on    the 
Treasurer  for  $8.87  for  Rev.  H.  Gore,  superanuated. 
A  collection  was  taken  amounting  to  $3.75. 

SATURDAY  NIGHT. 

A  short  praise  service  was  conducted  and  then  a  testimony 
meeting  for  all  who  would  tell  how  they  had  injoyed  this 
Association,  when  quite  a  number  spoke  briefly  and  told  how 
wonderfully  and  great  this  Association  had  been  to  them. 
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Rev.  Best,  of  Spring  Hill  Church,  and  Bro.  James  Howell 
were  introduced  to  the  Association,  also  Bro.  Carson  Currie 
and  Prof.  J.  B.  Exilant,  all  were  made  welcome. 

A  sermon  by  Rev.  D.  A.  Hooper.  The  choir  sang  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus  Name  &c."  Rev.  Hooper  used  for 
his  text  St.  John  19:11. 

Aftern  the  sermon  a  collection  of  $5.56  was  taken. 

SUNDAY  MORNING. 

The  Association  re-assembled  and  a  letter  from  Rev.  H. 
Gore  was  read.  He  being  sick  and  not  able  to  be  here  wrote 
a  letter.  On  motion  his  letter  was  received  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  turned  to  him,  and  a  special  prayer  was  offered  for 
him. 

After  the  Sunday  School  was  taught  Prof.  W.  H.  Knuckles 
gave  a  talk  on  the  work  of  the  Association  and  the  many 
needs  of  the  Institution.  At  the  close  of  his  discourse  a  col- 
lection of  $10.54  was  taken. 

Revs.  J.  S.  McKellar  and  N.  0.  Thompson  occupied  the 
stand,  the  time  having  arrived  for  the  Missionary  Sermon. 
Rev.  N.  0.  Thompson  lined  hymn  718,  and  led  in  prayer. 
Rev.  W.  C.  Williamson  lined  hymn  412,  and  Rev.  Thompson 
introduced  Rev.  J.  S.  McKellar,  after  which  Rev.  McKellar 
outlined  his  subject  and  used  for  his  text  for  the  Missionary 
sermon  Acts  1:11.  His  discourse  was  fine.  He  preached  a 
soul  stiring  sermon.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  seemed  to  be 
there.  The  house  was  packed  full  of  people  and  the  campus 
was  crowded.  It  was  thought  that  there  was  about  3,000 
people  at  this  service,  and  after  the  sermon  prayer  was  offer- 
ed by  Rev.  W.  C.  Williamson. 

A  collection  amounting  to  $24.13  was  taken.

Grove,  Hamer,  S.  C.     Thus   ended  the    thirty-eighth    annual 
session  of  Lumber  River  Baptist  Association.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Constiution  of  the  Lumber  River  Baptist  Association  as  amended  at  the 
twenty-seventh  annual  session  at  Sandy  Grove  Church,  November,  1904: 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  Lumber  River 
Missionary  Baptist  Association.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to 
foster  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  and  for  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions, 
Local  Education,  and  to  help  aged  and  infirm  Ministers  when  their  condi- 
fion  requires.  » 

Art.  2.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ministers  belonging  to  the 
churches  connected  with  it,  and  three  delegates  from  each  church,  and  one 
additional  delegate  for  every  hundred  over  two  hundred  members. 

Art.  3.  In  selection  of  delegates  the  church  shall  pay  strict  attention  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  qualifications  of  those  appointed. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  thus  appointed  shall  beai  from  their  respective 
churches  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment  and  communicating  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  elect  out  of  its  body  annually  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Recording  Secrelary,  Corresponding  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
Auditor. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  appoint  committees  on 
Finance,  Vigilance,  Arrangements,  Sabbath  Schools,  Missions,  Periodicols, 
Educotion  add  Postoffices  in  the  early  part  of  the  session,  and  on  Ordina- 
tion, Grievances  and  Investigation  when  necessary. 

Art.  7.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by  vol- 
utary  contribution  by  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by  ths  treasurer  sub- 
ject to  the  will  of  a  majority  present  at  any  annual  session. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep,  in  a 
book  furnished  by  the  Association  for  private  use,  a  faithful  record  of  the 
transactions  of  the  body. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  the  President  to  invite  visiting  breth- 
ren to  .seats  and  ask  them  to  aid  in  the  deliberations  of  the  body. 

Art.  10.  Each  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  begin  on  Thurs- 
day before  the  Second  Sunday  in  November,  at  such  place  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  body. 

Art.  11.  There  shall  be  at  each  annual  session  an  Introductory,  Tem- 
perance, Doctrinal,  Educational  and  Missionary  sermon,  also  other  objects 
may  be  discussed  at  the  option  of  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  appointed  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  unfinished  business. 

Art.  13.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  make  more  than  two  speeches  of 
five  minutes  each  on  any  subject,  without  special  permission  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, 
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Art.  14.  This  Association  will  not  fellowship  any  church  or  minister 
who  fails_to*promote  gospel  order  and  principal,  or  who  treats  its  Constitu- 
tion with  contempt. 

Art.  15.  All  applicants  for  ordination  may  be  left  to  the  disposal  of  the 
different  churches  to  which  they  are  sent. 

Art.  16.  No  applicant  shall  be  ordained  in  this  Association  who  cannot 
pass  satisfactory  examination  in  the  common  English  brances  and  give  sat- 
isfaction as  to  the  general  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Art.  17.  That  each  church  will  be  requested  to  send  such  a  sum  that  will 
amount  to  10  cents  for  each  male  member  and  5  cents  for  each  female. 

Art.  18.  This  Constitution  maybe  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  at  any  annual  session. 
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
